You’ve probably heard the following statement many times, have 
you not? “Tell me what you read and I’ll tell you what sort of a per¬ 
son you are.’’ Have you ever stopped to think about it, though? The 
statement is true, is it not? If a person uses the best materials in 
building a house, that house will best withstand all the ravages of 
nature around it. The same parallel could be drawn between ourselves 
and reading. Whatever the mind receives in reading is bound to affect 
one’s outlook and attitude in life- Since our outlook determines the 
kind of person we are and what sort of life we lead, is it not of utmost 
importance that we take every precaution to read what is best for our 
eternal welfare? 

It is impossible for one person to read everything which has been 
printed, therefore let us choose only the best. Our life on earth is too 
short to waste in reading much of the trash which is found.on our news¬ 
stands today. Everytime a person reads immoral literature his will is 
further weakened until such time as he eventually comes to regard 
what he reads as proper conduct for the average individual. When a 
person reaches the stage where he looks upon immorality, for instance, 
as being the latest fad or fashion, then he is indeed in a serious 
spiritual condition. If there was a natural gas leak in a house, a person 
would not expose himself to almost certain death by lighting a match. 
And yet people deliberately expose themselves to almost certain 
spiritual death by constantly reading material which should never have 
been allowed to get into print in the first place. Spiritual death is far 
more serious than physical death and yet many people take such things 
for granted. 

Because of the importance of reading, the Catholic Church has 
set aside one month, February, of every year as Catholic Press Month. 
This is a time when Catholics are reminded of the wealth of good read¬ 
ing material which is available to them. It is a time when they are 
made aware of the numerous Catholic magazines and newspapers which 
exist. They are also reminded that every Catholic home should sub¬ 
scribe to at least one Catholic periodical. In addition, all Catholics are 
asked to contribute to the support of the Catholic Press in order to 
enable it to carry out its task of carrying the word of God to all people. 
The large majority of Catholic publications are not doing well financial¬ 
ly and many are actually operating at a deficit. This situation results, 
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of course, from the lack of support by the Catholic public. The purpose 
of Catholic Press Month is to arouse people from their lethargy and 
make them aware of their obligations in this very important matter. 

In its own small way, the YOUTH magazine has been endeavoring 
to contribute to the reading material available to all Ukrainian Catholic 
Youth in Canada. The interest shown in the YOUTH within the past 
year has been very encouraging but we are still a long way from being 
in a desirable financial situation. That is why we are appealing to all 
U.C.Y. members and locals in Canada to make an all-out effort to help 
us during this Catholic Press Drive. Won’t you try to get more sub¬ 
scribers to our magazine and ask your local to contribute to our Press 
Fund. If you do, we will be able to continue bringing you the best 
reading we can. As the support increases, we eventually hope to bring 
you a much bigger and consequently better magazine. We hope that 
you will take to heart the message from our National President, Walter 
Romanko, which appears in this issue.

Vocation Notes

THE BROTHER AND THE HIDDEN 
LIFE / 

In the beginning God created 
heaven and earth and all things. 
With His hands He formed the earth 
and separated the waters from the 
land. He commanded, and the earth 
began to spin. He spoke, and the 
stars started to turn in their orbits 
in perfect harmony. God wished, 
and the birds, the animals and fishes 
filled the sky, land and sea. And 
then God picked up some mud and 
formed Adam and breathed into him 
a living spirit, a soul. And then 
God rested, — says the Holy Bible. 
All this only proves that our Creator 
performed tremendous amount of 
work in the creation of our universe. 

Many years later, off the well- 
worn roads of commerce, lived a 
family. There a beautiful woman, 
the mother of the home, prepared 
supper for Her husband and child, 


now busily engaged in the work of 
their trade, carpentry. The father 
was sawing boards for a table he 
was making and the son was sweep¬ 
ing the shavings off the floor. And 
the people who passed would no 
doubt say, as they often do, “They’re 
such a very nice family. But they 
don’t have all the comforts of life. 
Their son is so young and yet he 
has to work.” But God would look 
down on that family and on that 
son and say: “That boy is My be¬ 
loved Son; in Him I am well pleas¬ 
ed.” 

Many years later a Brother was 
nailing a floor of a new building 
Some people came to the Brother 
and asked him, “Why did you be¬ 
come a Brother? You have to work 
all your life.” The Brother, sur¬ 
prised at the question, asked them: 
“Why, is work something bad?’,’ And 
God would look down on that Bro- 
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ther and say: “That Brother is imit¬ 
ating My beloved Son; in him I am 
well pleased.” 

So very few people seem to realize 
that Our Lord for the vast majority 
of His life was a worker, a carpen¬ 
ter. And few, too, realize that God 
calls some young men to become 
Brothers and to imitate the hidden 
life of Our Lord. 

Prayer and the religious life are 
the primary works of every religi¬ 
ous; his daily occupation is second¬ 
ary. The hours spent at work, be 
it the work of a priest or that of a 
Brother, are offered to God as part 
of his religious exercises for each 
day in that very same intention — 
to bring greater glory to God and 
to help in the salvation of human 
souls. That is why even the lowest 
task of a Brother is always consider¬ 
ed as dignified and as meritorius as 
that of any religious priest. 

You will all admit that during 
our last War we were proud of our 
fathers and brothers who worked 
long hard hours in the factories, 
making planes, ships, tanks, guns 
and ammunition for the men over¬ 
seas. Or, it might have been on the 
farm that they labored from sunrise 
to sunset planting, cultivating and 
harvesting food that was so vital to 
the winning of ultimate victory. Un¬ 
sung heroes working quietly, ef¬ 
ficiently, unnoticed, but, oh, so im¬ 
portant. 

And in the Army of Christ the 
Brothers who are working behind 
the lines backing up the work of 
our priests with their prayers and 
good works are these very same un¬ 
sung heroes who help so tremend¬ 
ously in winning the war against 
the evils of this life. These prayers, 


sacrificed and work of our Brothers 
gain for themselves sanctity and for 
many others everlasting happiness 
in heaven. 

God accepts their labors in the 
monastery gardens, work shops, 
offices, their work as teachers in 
our Catholic schools, their patient 
care of the sick in our hospitals. 

Yes, our Commander-in-Chief ac¬ 
cepts the prayers and sacrifices of 
the unsung heores giving to them 
holiness, to pagans the gift of faith, 
to sinners the grace of conversion. 
These fullfledged religious must be 
men of spunk and grim determin¬ 
ation to be unsung heroes all during 
life. Unlike our fathers and broth¬ 
ers, who may never be recognized 
for what they did behind the lines, 
the unsung heroes of the Catholic 
Church will have their day. Not on 
this earth, perhaps, but on judgment 
day the curtain will be lifted and 
all men will see what important 
work they have done, what holiness 
they have achieved. 

The Army of Christ is calling for 
volunteers today and every day to 
work behind the lines. Can you fill 
a position? If you can, don’t pass 
it up; it’s the chance of a lifetime; 
it’s a great vocation that does a 
tremendous amount of good to all 
concerned.

Points To Ponder 


The greatest of killer of life in 
North America — is not cancer, 
nor polio, nor TB, nor the fantastic 
and towering rate of traffic and ac¬ 
cident fatalities, tho these partners 
of death do make us shudder, but 
the greatest of these killers are the 
shockingly multiplying divorces be¬ 
tween mankind and GOD. This 
divorce is greater than just natur¬ 
al death because it spells eternal 
death and doom of the soul that re¬ 
jects God. 

And yet, we frequently hear cries 
from masses of people, cries de¬ 
manding SEPARATION of Church 
and State, which in reality means 
separation of God and Mankind, 
but such a seperation can not be 
without the doom of man. 

Just as we can not separate our 
daylight from the source of that 
light, the sun, without bringing our 
earthly life to an end, similarly, 
we can not separate the creature 
man, from the source of his life, 
from his creator — God, without in¬ 
volving man’s eternal doom. God is 
to man. what the soul is to the 
body . . . 

Ironically, people of USA, who 
preach Separation of Church and 
State, carry in their pockets coins, 
on which they may read the words 1 
IN GOD WE TRUST and yet He is 


rejected by them . . . Since there 
has been no room for God in the 
hearts of vast peoples of the USA, 
it is consequentially suffering the 
greatest crime wave of its entire 
history. As only a Godless man 
becomes a criminal, the increase of 
such Godless people is alarming . . . 

Permit me to quote recent statis¬ 
tics as regards only JUVENILE DE¬ 
LINQUENCY . . . 

Within the next 12 months in the 
US more than one million boys and 
girls will commit crimes serious 
enough to be apprehended by the 
police. How many million more 
will not be caught by the police is 
anyone’s guess. 

Within the past seven years the 
juvenile crime rate has sky-rocket¬ 
ed seventy percent while the juven¬ 
ile population has grown only 16 
per cent. 

The delinquent of to-day is train¬ 
ing to become the criminal of to¬ 
morrow. 

It is estimated by the law that 
every third home in the USA to¬ 
day harbors a delinquent. 

The crimes of the youth of to¬ 
day are not mere peccadilloes, but 
are brazen and brutal crimes such 
as burglary, arson, vandalism, rape, 
strongarm, shoplifting, torture and 
murder. 
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In New York one out of 3 major 
crimes involves a juvenile; in De¬ 
troit three out of four car thieves 
are youngsters. 

As for girls involved in tragedies 
of illegitimacy. Among girls of 15 
years or younger there has been a 
nationwide increase of 30 per cent 
since 1949. In one city, New York, 
last November, 1,250 pregnant un¬ 
wed girls, 15 or younger, were dis¬ 
missed from schools during the first 
two months of the school year. In 
a sampling from 20 states, it was 
revealed that the largest single 
age group admitted to maternity 
homes for the unmarried is the 15 


yr. group. Upon hearing these 
statistics, one may ask, What is 
happening to this world? Answer: 
simply by separating the youth 
from churches and GOD from the 
hearts of youth and this is what 
you achieve ... In this way, I 
wish to stress what Edgar Hoover, 
Chief of the FBI, had to say, that 
the only way to stem this horrid 
growth of crime, is to bring God 
back to the hearts of mankind, to 
strive for' religious bringing up of 
the children of North America, and 
to trust in God, because He only can 
save North America from its present 
suicidal calamity.

What Do Yout Think! 

Editor’s Note: In the last 2 issues of YOUTH we have published letters 
received from U.C.Y. members about their impressions of what’s wrong 
with our locals and organizations. The following 2 letters are further ex¬ 
pressions of opinions about previous views. On our part we are very 
pleased in finally having some expressions of reader interest. If you 
agree or disagree with the following viewpoints let us hear from you. If 
you have any other pet peeve why not get it off your chest by letting us 
hear about it. After all, that is one of the objectives of YOUTH — to 
bring about a better understanding by airing grievances. If you so specify 
we will omit printing your name, otherwise, we will include the author’s 
name. 


Mr. Editor: 

In your January issue of the 
YOUTH you printed a letter to the 
editor written by an anonomous 
person who wrote in answer to an¬ 
other anonomous writer. He wrote 


that he agrees 100% with the other 
anonomous writer that U.C.Y. clubs 
are neglected and not living up to 
U.C.Y. principles. He did, however, 
put in a stipulation that not all U. 
C. Y. clubs are bad. His letter has 
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irked me into sending my first con¬ 
tribution to the magazine in a dif¬ 
ferent form than I had planned. 

First of all, our friend wrote that 

he was a U.C.Y. member until teach¬ 
ing duties did not allow him to be 
one in his own local. Second, he 
goes on to say that he attended a 
meeting, at the U.C.Y. local in the 
locality where he is teaching and 
was shocked to be presented with 
a “Rock and Roll Show”. Third, he 
stated that there was no Catholic 
spirit shown, that the members, 
aged 14-18, smoked, drank, and be¬ 
haved like juvenile delinquents, 
that he saw them do this at parties 
and on the streets. Fourth, he 
places the blame for this on the 
parish priest. In his last point he 
offers a solution to this. He says 
that the U.C.Y. members should be 
given more spiritual training, less 
entertainment and more of Ukrain¬ 
ian traditions and Ukrainian lan¬ 
guage. 

I would like to deal with all these 
points. First of all I must say that 
I am pleased that our anonomous 
friend was a U.C.Y. member and I 
must congratulate him for becoming 
a teacher. He gives this as the 
reason for not becoming a member 
of his own local, which is a valid 
reason, but he gives no reason for 
not joining the local of his new 
residence. Perhaps, as he has said, 
the U.C.Y. club is corrupt and not 
worthy of the name of a U.C.Y. club 
and therefore not worthy to be 
joined. It is nice to know, however, 
that while he had attended only one 
meeting of the club he has attended 
several of the wild parties and 
knows so much about them. 


Second, our anonomous friend 
has said that he was shocked to be 
presented with a “Rock and Roll 
Show.” The most I can say about 
this is that “Rock and Roll” in it¬ 
self is not sinful and that it is not 
un-catholic-like. It is hard to be¬ 
lieve though, that this is carried on 
all night every time the U.C.Y. 
meets. Perhaps this was their night 
to holler and bur friend happened 
to hit this night as he said he at¬ 
tended “a” meeting which means 
only one. Another possibility is 
that he came after the meeting and 
came on time for the entertainment. 

Third, I found that our friend said 
that there was no Catholic spirit, 
that the members smoked, drank 
and behaved like juvenile delin¬ 
quents. First of all there is nothing 
wrong with smoking at a meeting 
or at a party, second, if the U.C.Y. 
members drank at a party we con¬ 
done it if it was at a member’s 
house with the parent’s blessing and 
if it was within bounds. We certain¬ 
ly cannot condone drinking at a U. 
C.Y. meeting, but it is hard to be¬ 
lieve that they did. Third, if they 
behaved like juvenile delinquents 
both at parties and on the streets 
I’m sure that they would be where 
juvenile delinquents belong. 

The fourth point, I think, is the 
most serious one. He blames the 
parish priest for the U.C.Y. mem¬ 
bers acting as juvenile delinquents. 
We cannot expect a priest to keep 
tab on all the youth in his parish 
or parishes and gather them around 
him and say, “Now dear youth, be¬ 
have yourselves.” I agree with our 
friend that there is too little of the 
religious spirit in some of the clubs 
but we cannot put the whole blame 
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on the parish priest since most of 
the parish priests have too much to 
do and there are far too few of 
them. The blame lies mostly with 
the older members of the club who 
know better. It lies in the young- 
teachers, the graduates from high 
school, the members who think that 
they are too old, or too important 
to degrade themselves to do some¬ 
thing for their club. It is the lay¬ 
man and Catholic Action that is im¬ 
portant. Pope John XXIII has al¬ 
ready re-echoed the thoughts of 
Pope Pius XII on Catholic Action. 
It is the layman who will bring 
more religious spirit to the people. 
It is the layman who can do this in 
this modern age. And who can do 
it better than our older and more 
learned members? Therefore, it is 
up to the older members to lead 
the way, to show the example. The 
road will be rocky but can be level¬ 
ed out and has been leveled out in 
many locals already. True, the 
parish priest may be partly to 
blame, but don’t take it out on him, 
take it out on yourself. You have 
a great field open to you. You can 
do tremendous good if you are will¬ 
ing to roll up your sleeves and for¬ 
get a few knocks here and there. 

Last of all our friend suggests 
an alternative to meetings held for 
the purpose of planning some en¬ 
tertainment. He says that there 
should be more spiritual training, 
more stress on Ukrainian traditions 
and language. This is fine but who 
is going to do it? I’m sure that it 
won’t be started by our “Rock and 
Roll” artists but I’m sure that with 
some gentle pushing and help from 
some person who is suitable for it, 
like a young teacher, they would go 


along with the plan. Co-operation 
is a funny thing. It needs a strong 
hand to guide it along and it takes 
a little give and take on both sides 
in order to run efficiently. 

To conclude this lengthy dis¬ 
course I would like to say that this 
is the first time that I’ve heard our 
U.C.Y. members compared to Juven¬ 
ile Delinquents. I know they have 
their faults—we all have them, but 
if some of our worthier members 
do not smoke, drink and take part 
in rock and roll then the greater 
glory to them, but let’s not con¬ 
demn those that do, let’s get out 
and help them. If we feel that we 
cannot do so, let’s not make a public 
issue of the affair but notify the 
Provincial Executive of the U.C.Y. 
who will find a way of helping them 
and showing them the light either 
by a visitation or by correspondence 
wth them. We are a National Or¬ 
ganization and should be unified. 
We should have co-operation from 
the top to the bottom and vice- 
versa. This is the only way that we 
can hope to achieve the aim of the 
U.C.Y. which is to produce good 
Ukrainian Catholic Canadians which 
will be a credit to both the Catholic 
Church and to Canada. Let’s have 
more work, more-co-operation and 
less squabbling. Let’s show everyone 
that we can achieve something 
worth-while, something that will 
make others proud of us.

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Dear Editor; 

Being a regular member of the 
U.C.Y. for a number of years and a 
follower of the YOUTH magazine, 
I was prompted to submit an article 
expressing my opinions of our 
‘Modern Youth’. 

First, I would like to refer to the 
January YOUTH issue and agree 
wholeheartily that some of UCY 
clubs are not living up to their 
name. Some of our youth haven’t 
the slightest idea of their responsibil¬ 
ities in life. Their presence at the 
youth meeting is only when the en¬ 
tertainment is well provided for. 
At any party they do not behave 
like adults but as juveniles. A clan 
is formed, with a big hero as their 
worshipper. They follow him blind¬ 
ly not realizing that his popularity 
was gained by slander and calumny. 
There is a saying that ‘One never 
builds himself by tearing down an¬ 
other’. Others who are less fortun¬ 
ate, are pushed aside, laughed at, 
and are looked upon as being the 
lowest creatures on earth. If, any¬ 
thing ever happened to ‘One of the 
gang’, it is blamed on the parish 


priest. Here I disagree and I be¬ 
lieve that many others would also. 
The upbringing, of these individuals 
does not begin when they are old 
enough to join the club, but at home 
and before they start kindergarten. 
It is the parents who are to be blam¬ 
ed for their behaviour, and certainly 
not the parish priest as was said by 
the person who wrote in the last 
issue. The priest has much more 
important duties than to go from 
house to house checking whether or 
not the parents are upbringing their 
children in accordance to God’s 
Laws.

He cannot 
be your guardian angel riding with 
you in a custom car which to some 
youth is more important than the 
church and the rosary. As my final 
suggestion I would like to say that 
the parents should not seek the 
faults of others, but look at their 
own family and ask themselves, 
'Have we carried out the obligation 
of bringing up our family as good 
Catholic Parents?’ Anonymous.

UCY MEMBERSHIP IN THE UKRAINIAN 
COUNCIL OF CANADA (PYMK) 


Representatives of the various 
Ukrainian youth organizations form 
U.Y.C.C. which in the final analysis 
is a junior Committee of Ukrainian 
Canadians (KYK). In Toronto the 
UCY is taking an active part in 
the U.Y.C.C. In order to familiarize 
the general membership of UCY 
with the aims of UYCC, we have 
translated the aims from its con¬ 
stitution as follows: 


1. To cultivate a spirit of unity 
among the Ukrainian youth organ¬ 
izations in Canada by personal con¬ 
tact, press, mutual recognition, and 
active co-operation among the execu¬ 
tives of these organizations. 

2. To form and develop among the 
Ukrainian Canadian Youth sound 
community thinking and to prepare 
the youth to take over the res¬ 
ponsibility fo the Ukrainian com- 
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munity life as a whole in this coun¬ 
try. 

3. To represent a united Ukrainian 
Canadian youth. 

4. To co-ordinate and plan activ¬ 

ities common to the various Uk¬ 
rainian youth organization in Can¬ 
ada especially those emphasizing 
national heritage, culture, and 
sports. 1 

5. To aid C.U.C. in executing their 
aims. 

6. To achieve among the Uk¬ 
rainian Youth of Canada a spirit of 
mutual respect, tolerance and trust. 

7. To encourage to the fullest 
participation of Ukrainian Youth of 
Canada in Canadian political, social, 
academic, economic, and cultural 
life. 

8. To cultivate relations with 
youth organizations of other ethnic 
groups. 

9. With united forces in every 
way to help the Ukrainian liberation 
movement. 

The project under way at present, 
is the preparation of the concert 
commemorating the heroic defence 
of Kiev at Krute by the 300 Ukrain¬ 
ian students against the Bolshevik 
forces on January 30th, 1919. This 
concert will be held on February 
1st, 1959 at 3:14 p.m. at the Uk¬ 
rainian National Federation Hall in 
Toronto. We hope that some U.C.Y. 
members will participate in the con¬ 
cert and we strongly urge all UCY 
members to attend this concert. In 
this way we can confirm that UCY 
is also aware of its national heritage 
and obligations.
